Geary sustained a broken arm and was overcome, by ammonia 
fumes. He was expected to he able to leave the hospital later 
in the day. 
-John L. Struhle, ft retired member of the paid 


tire department, who assisted at the tire sustained a burned 
wrist and hand. 


Richard Young, of 159 Hunter street, a volunteer fireman, 


is in the Kingston Hospital which was unable to give an ex- 
tent of his injuries when inquiry was made. 


Frank Sass, another volunteer fireman, sustained an in- 


jured side. 


The full extent of the loss will not be known until it is pos- 


sible to ascertain the damage .sustained by the refrigerating 
plant, which cost over $00,000 to install. The damage to the 
building Is estimated at $50,000, and there were approximate- 
ly 18,000 cakes of ice stored in the building.

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AGREEMENT IN PARIS 


A few sentences from King George's speech 


in Paris describe the United States and other 
democracies as well as Great Britain and 
France. "Our peoples," said the king, "have 
the same attachment to democratic princi- 
ples which are best suited to their natural 
genius and we have the same beliefs in the 
benefits of individual liberty. At the same 
time, there is nothing exclusive in the under- 
standing between us. Our friendship is 
directed against no other power. On the con- 
trary, it is the ardent desire of our govern- 
ments to find by means of 
international 


agreements a solution to those political prob- 
lems which threaten peace in the world and 
those economic difficulties which restrict hu- 
man well-being." 


The governments of Germany and Italy 


may not feel so about it when they note the 
reported agreement reached in 'Paris. France 
and England will reject the German sugges- 
tion for Sudeten autonomy in Czechoslo- 
vakia. They will postpone four-power con- 
ferences which would include Germany and 
Italy until the Czech and Spanish issues are 
settled. England also will not make its pact 
with Italy effective until the latter's troops 
have withdrawn from Spain. French alliance 
with Russia is not to be abandoned. 


If such an agreement really has been 


reached, it offers little cheer to the dictators. 
Yet the proposals, represent merely a stiffen- 
ing against aggression, not a plan to oppose 
any legitimate activity of any other power. 
If they arc followed up with honest efforts to 
find the right solution to the problems of 
which the king spoke, they will not belie his 
friendly words.

A twenty-five year old project has now 


been completed and was recently dedicated. 
it is the Muskingu'm Conservatory District

Cities in Muskingum Valley began to talk and

onstruction. The Public Works Administra- 
ion allotted generous funds to the project. 
t was necessary to change the location of 
more than 60 miles of railroads, 145 miles of 
lighways and 273 miles of utility lines. The 
inished job seems to be a credit to all the 
roups concerned. John C. Page, commis- 
ioner of reclamation, calls it "a pattern for 
oordinated planning and cooperative effort" 
vhich may be "altered to fit elsewhere and 
opied many times to the benefit of the whole 
nation."

AROUND THE POLE 


Not to belittle such undertakings as that 


of Howard Hughes, but for the sake of ac- 
curacy and common sense, it should be said 
that these purported flights "around the 
world" are not really that at all. They are 
merely flights around the North Pole, at lati- 
tudes that make the journey immensely 
shorter and simpler than any real circum- 
navigation of the globe such as Amelia Ear- 
hart undertook. Or if the "North Pole" ref- 
erence seems inadequate, we might say 
"flights around the Arctic Sea." 


A study of the map will show that Hughes' 


route really answers this description. His 
route was elongated, and pulled southward 
in two directions, because he wanted to start 
from New York and make a stop in Paris. 
Except for that, he might have made an ap- 
proximate circle, fairly close to the edge of 
the Arctic Sea most of the way around, by 
starting at Fairbanks, Alaska, and swinging 
eastward to Greenland, Iceland and Moscow, 
thence to Omsk and Yakutsk and back to 
Fairbanks. 


That would have made a circuit of only 


10,000 or 11,000 miles instead of the 14,000 
or 15,000 of the irregular route chosen. The 
circumference of the earth, according to 
the geographers, no matter in what direction 
is 25,000 miles, and it is hard in practice to 
go really around it, whether by water or air 
in less than 30,000 miles. The prevailing prac- 
tice is somewhat as if an ant, crawling around 


•• the stem of an apple, were to say he wen 


"around the apple."

Salad 
molds are 
nourishing 


time-savers for hot weather. They 
are also a convenient way of using 
up leftovers and are easy to serve. 
They may be shaped in all types 
and sizes of glass, china or earth- 
enware containers. The containers 
should, of course, be rinsed out in 
cold water first—to Insure even 
edges wheri the jellied mass is re- 
moved. 


Add Savory Seasonings 


When 
serving 
time 
arrives, 


place a hot cloth over the bottom 
of each mold and leave it for a 
minute or so. The contents should 
then *Hp out easily. Be careful, 
however, not to hold the cloth 
over the mold too Jong or it may 
melt the gelatin. 


Heavier molds, such as fish, 


meat, or chicken, may be served 
a*.the main course of the meal, 
while fruit or cheese-fruit molds 
provide tasty salad and dessert 
courses. ' 


To prepare meat molds, first 


make a lemon gelatin mixture. 
When it I« cool, add any leftover 
cooked meat, chopped fine. Then 
add savory seasonings such as 
minced onions, parsley, green pep- 
pers and pimientos. Be sure to in- 
clude something "to bit* on"— 
like diced celery, pickles or cu- 
cumbers,
